A itT-year-old girl, De Jean Re- 
Plogle, of Jacksonville, Florida, was 
injured yesterday when a handgre- 
nade was thrown at a busload of 
American tourists outside St. Laza- 
rus church in Azariya on the eastern 
outskirts of. Jerusalem. 

Security forces rounded up a 
score of suspects at the scene of 
the attack and ordered tightened 
surveiilance t the area in- 
cluding the Old City gates. 

This’ was the second terrorist 
attack in the Jerusalem area over 


All the wounded were 


from hospital yesterday apart from 
two men, police Sergeant Meir Levy 
and transport worker Reuven Sha- 
rabani, who are being treated for 
more sérious injuries. 

Azariya was last night placed 
under curfew as security forces con- 
ducted a house-to-house search in 
the neighbourhood of the church. 

In yesterday's attack shrapnel 
fractured Misa Replogie's right fe- 
mur. She was reported out of dan- 
ger after a three-hour operation at 
Hadassah Hospital by Prof. Henry 
Romanoff, head of the cardio-vas- 
cular department.

‘The country is ours,’ 
Black Hebrews say

TEL AVIV. Israel’s Black 
Hebrews yesterday published a ma- 
nifesto claiming that “the country, 
to the fullest extent of its Biblical 
boundaries, belongs to us." At the 
same time, one of their number 
was deported to the U.S. 

The group of mostly American 
Negroes who settied in Dimond 
about three years ago is sending 
their manifesto to a long list of 
international and African organiza- 
tions. They ask these organizations 
to “support our right to this coun- 
try," claiming that “the appointed 
time has come.” 

According to the Black Hebrews’ 
manifesto, Israel is located in the 
northeastern part of ‘Africa, and 
their future “ an alt be “a 

ding ght for the entire ican 
rears A and the world.” 

The Black Hebrews explain that 
the purpose of their manifesto is 
“to clarify our position on Jerusa- 
lem, Northeast Africa, once and for 
all. It must be perfectly clear that 
we must not be identified as Jews 
or Jewish,” they say. “We are not 
a religious sect and we have not 
returned to Jerusalem to live toge- 
ther with the European-Jewish com- 
munity presently occupying our 
land. Furthermore, we have severed 
ourselves from man’s usual concept 
of religious dogmas, since it is 
obvious that man’s concept of reli- 
gion is void of brotherly love.” 

The Black Hebrews claim that the 
original isrselites were Africans.

“We stand at a turning point in 
the incredible story of the emigra- 
tion of Soviet Jewry." said Mr. 
Sapir. “Let us not be afraid of the 
difSeulties ahead: the struggle 15 
long and hard and necessitates cou- 
rage and patience.” He added that 
the Leningrad trial, in which a 
group of Jews (imcluding the now 
free Silva Zalmanson) attempted to 
hijack an airplane to flee the Soviet 
Union, was the beginning of Jewish 
activism that brought tens of thou- 
sands to Israel. 

A petition signed by 203 persons 
was sent to the U.S. Congress and 
American Jewish organizations, ask- 
ing that they continue their struggle 
for the release of Soviet prisoners. 
“They are not only constantly sub- 
jected to national-religious persecu- 
tion, but also to various physical 
harassments... Every day spent in 
‘the camps shortens their lives,” the 
petition read. 

Simuitaneously with the Jerusalem 
protest, Jewish activists commenc- 
ed a 48-hour hunger strike in Mos- 
cow.

Shtern witnesses defy prosecution

Last Tuesday one physician testi-

claims was a false one and was 
mctivated by bribery. The doctor's 
testimony was connected with the 
case of Alexander Garmakhar, 
whose mother had testified that she 
had paid Dr. Shtern 1,200 rubles in 
1968, to get her son exempted from 
the military. The son was indeed 
exempted, after Dr. Shtern diagnos- 
ed a thyroid problem. The young 
man was later examined by a me 
dical committee as well, and was 
also pronounced unfit. 

Dr. Shtern himself told the court 
that the trial ts solely motivated 
by anti-Semitism, by his family’s de- 
sire to emigrate to Israel and by 
the authorities' desire to mtimidate 
other Jews so that they would be 
afraid to even apply for exit visas. 

The court reprimanded him for 
his statement and forebade im 
from ever referring to the court as 
anti-Semitic. But the three judges 
on the bench never refer to Dr. 
Shtern as the “defendant,” but as 
“the felon,” as though he had al- 
ready been convicted. 

As a result of the witnesses’ sur- 
prismg behavior on the stand, Vi- 
nitza's deputy district attorney sum- 
moned one of the aliya activists 
from Moscow, whose recordings of 
the trial proceedings had earlier 
been confiscated by KGB agents, and 
explained to him that this was done 
because “there are many perjured 
witnesses appearing at the trial 
and their testimony must not reach 
the Western press.” 

On Friday, Dr. Shtern who is 
suffering from tuberculosis, de- 
manded medical attention. He has 
received no aid since his incarcer- 
ation six months ago. 

The notes Dr. Shtern passes on 
to his lawyer are subjected to the 
censorship of the judges. Before 
each note reaches the lawyer, it is 
brought to the judge first One of 
Dr. Shtern's sons, Victor, has com- 
plained of this to the prosecutor. He 
said the witnesses are being told 
that Dr. Shtern is guilty, and that 
searches of his flat had resulted 
in the discoveries of gold and gem 
hoards. 

The initial charge sheet also in- 
eluded an accusation of child poi- 
soning, but this was later deleted. 
probably because the Soviets feared 
the reaction of public opinion in the 
West, as they had come near to 
creating a present-day “blood-libel. 


JACK GERI — IN MEMORIAM 


CREATOR OF SAVYON 


WITH THE DEATH of Jack Geri, dollar-a-year man.” He became Min-- 


ister of Commerce and Industry — 
the only settler from South Af- 
rica ever to become a member of 
the Cabinet, and the only non-party 
minister, but he did not find gov- 
ernment to his liking and remained 
only briefly. 

Jack Geri will be remembered 
longest for having created Savyon 
— the garden-suburb of Tel Aviv 
which became one of the country's 
most desired residential areas. It 
was he who in 1950 persuaded the 
Board of API to undertake this 
development project, on a large tract 
of land lying off the old road to 
what was still Lod Airport. 

From the beginning, Jack was de- 
termined to keep Savyon rural and 
residential and laid down strict 
building rules before its first mu- 
nicipal council (of which he was 
chairman) came into being. 

after launching Savyon, ~ Jack 
turned his energies to the develop- 
ment of other API projects. These 
included the Ganei Kinneret Ho- 
tel in Tiberias and the development 
of the nearby natural hot springs. 
He also served on the boards of 
numerous other Israeli companies, 
including Binyan, Peltours, Bank 
Leumi, Israel Land Development 
Corp., Ata, etc. 

A hobby for which ke will long 
be remembered was camping. To- 
gether with a group of friends he 
organized Israel's first camping club 
which has gone camping regularly 
near Tiberias for almost 40 years. 
In , 1962, tragedy struck Jack 
when he had a stroke which left 
him almost umable to speak and 
psralysed on one side. He had to 
resign from all his business acti- 

ities, but he did not resign from 
ife. With characteristic determina- 
‘tion he reo! i his life and 
fought his disability. It was 2 cou- 
Yrageous fight lasting 12 years, and 
in time he managed to waik un- 
aided — though with difficulty — and 
to speak, if slowly and laboriously. 
When reading became difficult — 
he had books of his choice record- 
ed on tape, and “read” by listen- 
ing to them. 

Geri, whose wife died in 1941, is 
survived by a son and daughter 
and eight grandchildren.

BEIRUT (UPI). — An under- 
ground Communist group declared 
responsibility yesterday for a bomb 
blast in a Beirut super-market late 
Saturday, and said the store should 
distribute sugar, rice and milk to 
the city’s poor, or face the con- 
Sequences, 

The claim was made by the 
“Arab Communist organization” in 
leaflets distributed to news organi- 
zations yesterday. Saturday’s blast 
at Spinney’s, which is jointly owned 
by British and Lebanese interests, 
wrecked windows and a side-wall, 
but caused no casualties. 

The group sald it bombed the 
store “in retaliation for the poli- 
cies of the international and iocal 
monopolies and their horrible ex- 
ploitation of the workers, farmers 
and the poor. 

“This operation is a preliminary 
warning to Spinney's," the group 
said. “The store should distribute 
one ton of sugar, one ton of rice 
and 1,000 cans of milk to the poor 
families living in the district of 
Cola,” — a low-class Beirut neigh- 
bourhood inhabited mostiy by 
Syrian and Lebanese workers. 

The goods should be distributed 
tomorrow, which is the first day 
of the Moslem Al Adha (Feast of 
Sacrifice), the statement said. 

The Communist group had 
claimed responsibility for several 
attacks in the past few months 
against American interests in Le- 
banon and Syria, including the 
American Life Insurance Company 
and the Bank of Chicago.

Rhodesia troops, 
guerrillas talk 
about cease-fire 


SALISBURY (Reuter). -— Some 
Members of Rhodesia's security 
forces and a group of guerrillas 
laid down their arms briefly last 
week and discussed the cease-fire 
situation, a government spokesman 
confirmed here yesterday. 

The spokesman declined ‘to’ give 
details of the meeting, which took 
place in the “operational area." The 
meeting was believed to have been 
the first peaceful contact between 
the two sides which have been 
fighting each other for two years. 

The cease-fire in the guerrilla 
war was announced by Prime Min- 
ister Ian Smith on December 11. 

Guerrilla commanders are report- 
ed to have sent runners into Rho- 
desia to spread news of the cease- 
fire and Rhodesians have dropped 
leaflets across wide areas of the 
country’s northeast border regton. 

Shortly before the cease-fire an- 
nouncement, security forces estim- 
ated there were between 300 and 
400 guerrillas operating in Rho- 
desia.

More than 200 rescuers’ who 
worked through the night with 
avalanche dogs discontinued the 
search yesterday since all persons 
have been.accounted for, police said.

WASHINGTON. — ‘The long- 
aid appropriations 
bill — including §664.5m. in ear- 
-economic and military 
grants and loans for Israel — is 
expected to be among the highest 
priority items when the 94th Con- 
convenes next month. 

The 93rd Congress, which closed 
session Jast week, merely managed 
to approve a foreign aid authori- 
zation bill, and only after long 
delay due to strong opposition to 
the administration's requests for 
Chile, Turkey, South Korea and 


f other countries. 


Under U.S. law, Congress must 
approve separate authorization and 
appropriation bills, a long legisla- 
tive procedure usually taking sev- 
erai months. . 
‘ Because the last Congress failed 
to pass the appropriations act, it 
was forced to approve a stop- 
gap “continuing resolution” permit- 
ting the administration to allocate 
funds until February 28. Under 
this temporary measure, the U.S. 
is allowed to maintain its foreign 
aid programmes at last year’s rate, 
unless special amendmenis are at- 
tached to the resolution Increasing 
or decreasing funds. 

Last week's coptinuing resolu- 
tion calls for aid to Israel to in- 
clude the amounts at last year’s 
rate — $50m. in grant economic 
aid and $300m. in military credit 
sales (loans) — as well -as a 
$150m. increase in grant economic 
aid $10m. for the resettlement of 
Soviet Jews in Israel. 

Assuming that Congress approves 
the pending appropriations bill by 
the end of February — as expect- 
ed — then the continuing resolu- 
tion immediately. becomes void, 
and aid is allocated at the new 
rate. Congress convenes January 
14, but is mot expected to begin 
its legtslative schedule until the 
end of the month. 

Because Egypt was not included 
in last year’s foreign aid pro- 
gramme, Congress approved a spe- 
cial $150m. economic grant for it 
in the continuing resolution, de- 
monstrating the administration's 
strong desire to signal to Egypt 
that U.S. funds will be forthcom- 
ing.’ There have been several re- 
ports that Egypt was growing im- 
patient with the long U.S. legisla- 
tive process for allocating foreign 
aid, and might swing back into 
the Soviet camp. Former President 
Nixon had promised Egyptian 
President Sadat thet substantial 
U.S. funds for Egypt would be made 
avallable. 

In this year’s foreign aid pro- 
gramme, Egypt is earmarked to 
receive $250m. in grant economic 
aid, but this copubt cannot be 
given to Egypt until the appropri- 
ations bill Is approved.

A second budget request for 
foreign assistance, including ear- 
markings for separate countries, 
will probably be sent to Congress 
around April. 

Earlier. this year, Secretary of 
State Kissinger said that the ad- 
ministration was considering ask- 
ing Congress to approve a multi- 
year military aid package to Israel. 
Congress usually authorizes funds 
on a year-to-year basis. 

Although Israel's many support- 
ers on Capitol Hill originally sup- 
ported this highly extraordinary 
legislative procedure, there has 
since been a devaluation. 

At first it was belleved that 
Israel would need such a long-term 
authorization in order to purchase 
sophisticated arms from U.S. ma- 
nufacturers, who might be reluc- 
tant to accept these orders — som? 
of which may take years to fulfill 
— without prior congressional 
authorization. 

Bur it has now become apfareni 
that Israel already has such an 
open-ended authorization. In 1970, 
Congress approved an amendment 
to the Defence Procurement Act, 
Spensored by Sen. Henry Jackson 
D.-Wash.} allowing Israel to have 
such a long-term authorization fer 
planes. Congress never appropriates 
funds for more than one year at a 
time, but it can authorize funds. 

Moreover, U.S. defence ecntractors 
are not pressing Israel for another 
open-ended congrecsional authoriza- 
ticn since they know that if Israel 
-~ which bas many supporters in 
Congress — cannot receive congres- 
sional approval for such sales, then 
no other country in the world will 
be able to do 50 either.

James Angleton, | who still heads 
the counter-intelligence programme, 
directed the surveillance operation, 
according to the “Times.” 

The story quoted one unnamed 
official as saying that the CIA files 
on Americans resulted partly from 
the so-called Huston Plan. Tom 
Huston, while an aide to President 
Nixon, proposed in 1970 using such 
itegal means as wiretapping against 
anti-war and other dissident activ- 
ities, but Mr. Nixon and former 
aides have said the plan was 
shelved. 

Another official said that domestic 
ing was “routine stuff’ during 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

“The agency did things that would 
amaze both of us," the official was 
quoted as saying. 

The past and present CIA officials 
mentioned in the story could not be 
reached for comment. A CLA spokes- 
man said, “we really feel that until 
we've seen the full text of the 
article, we don’t want to make any 
comment."

MILAN (AP). — The fear cf being 
Kidnapped in abduction-prone Italy 
hag spurred a new line cf Chrishnas- 
gift suggestions for the w‘ealfiy, 
ranging from killer guard dogs ‘o 
James Bond-inspired: electronic de- 
vices. 

“Get yourself an Alsatian dog for 
Christmas,” reads the advertisement 
of a kennel near Milan, but 4t is not 
offering puppies for children. The 
advertisements are aimed instead 
at businessmen and industrialists 
frightened by the 43 abductions for 
ransom in Italy this year. 

“T have already sold trained Alsa- 
tian dogs to top company executives, 
industrialists, actors and professio- 
nal men, and the demand is still 

." said Giuseppe Zullani, 
owner of the Kennel. 

His dogs, whose price tags range 
from $1,600 to $4,800, attack any 
assailant of their masters or any 
intruder. They can kill a man if 
mot stopped, Zuliani said. 

Hlectronic equipment firms have 
put on sale niicro-transmitters and 
signalling devices which can be hid- 
den in αὶ match box or in the heel 


of a shze enabling police to trace 
Ἴ5Ὲ whereabouts of the kidnap vic- 
tim, 

Ttaliang are hiring bodyguards or 
teking judo lessons, inspired by a 
tean-age girl in Turln who sent ner 
would-be kidnapper fleeing with 
well-placed karate chops. 

And they are turning to insu- 
Tance companies offermg policies 
designed to meet in part or full 
the amount of the hypothetical ran- 
som. Some ransoms have run into 
millions of dollars. 

Insurance companies ‘have refused 
to disclose the premalum for such po- 
licies, but sources estimate ἐξ ts 2 
or 3 per cent of the insured amount. 

The mosi worrisome result of the 
kidnapping fears, sociologists say, is 
the increasing resort to arms, body- 
guards and private police. Police 
sources confirm that sales of pistols 
and the demand for firearms licences 
pays risen sharply this year. 

In Roem, actresses such as Audrey 
Hepburn and Claudia Cardinale 
travel with bodyguards to pick up 
their children at school, while some 
industrialists have disguised their 
strong-arm men as servants or dri- 
vers. ri

Financier Vesco may be planning 
to fight extradition with guns 


WASHINGTON (AP). — He travels 
in high-speed yachts, heavily armed 
and outfitted with the latest elec- 
tronic gear, or in a private jet plane 


that files false flight plans. His ar- . 
senal is enough for a small urmy, ᾿ 


and he has tried to set up his cwn 
machine gun plant. 


That's the story pieced together . 


by U.S. Government investigators 
trying to pry Robert L. Vesco from 
his Costa Rican strongtold and re- 
turn him to the U.S. for trial. 
Vesco is wanted on criminal charges 
stemming from an ilJegat $200,006 
contribution to former President 
Richard Nixon's re-election cam- 
paign: It is said he was trying to 
stop action on his alleged looting of 
$225m. from the Investors Overseas 
Services mutual fund. 

Jay Pcwell Cook, former skipper 
of Vesco's 54-foot yacht, told the 
Senate's Permanent Subcommitiee 
on Investigations recently that ‘he 
quit when he became convinced that 
Vesco intended to shoot it out with 
anyone, including U.S. authorities, 
who interfered with his movements. 

Weapons aboard the $250,000 
yacht, Cook said, include a tripod- 
mounted machine gun plus several 
types of automatic and semi-2uto- 
matic rifles. When the captain ex- 
pressed astonishment at the num- 
ber of weapons stocked aboard the 
aluminium-hulled vessel, Ccok said 
he was told by another Vesco em- 
pleyee: “You haven't seen anything 
yet. We have 8 rcom the size of 8 
three-car garage: It's completely 
loaded." 

During his two months aboard the 
Joya Poca, Cook said he was or- 
dered by Vesco to modify the en- 
fines to increase their top speed and 
told not to keep any record of the 
ship's movemerts. Vesco also or-~ 
dered installation of a sophisticated 
electronic navigation system 19 per. 
mit the boat's operation in the rock- 
strewn waters of Costa Rica’s west 
.Coast without fear of pursuit, ac- 
“cording to Cook. 

Cook added that Vesco carries a 
Smith and Wesson thammerless re~ 
volver and that his family is pro- 
tected by some 30 bodyguards. Ves~- 
co's $500,000 home, located in an ex~ 
clusive residential area outside the 
Costa Rican capital of San Jose, is 
surrounded by an eight-foot con- 
crete wall. 

Vesco, 39, has tcld interviewers 
he fears a kidnapping attempt 
against one of his four children. On 
other occasions he has mentioned an 
unsuccessful attempt on his own 
person, refusing to provide details 
because “it’s a sensitive subject with 
me.” 

At the hearings before the Senate

subcommittee this summer and fal}, 
two U.S. businessmen testified that 
they met Vesco in April to discuss 
construction of a factory capable of 
turning out 500 machine guns a 
month. 

Stuart Graydon, who has mterests 
in various Latin American countries, 
said he was told by Marti Figuercs, 
son of a former Costa Rican Pre- 
sident, that the weapons fuctory 
“would be related to the army of 
Costa Rica." But when Graydon 
learned that Costa Rica has no 
standing army, he said he wondered 
“where you would sell that many 
pleces of equipment.” 

Businessman Gordon Ingram, who 
designed a machine gun ta be ma- 
nufactured in Costa Rica, told the 
Senators that Vesco had “a fairly 
food knowledge of weapons" and 
had displayed a 12-gauge riot con- 
trol shotgun to his guests. 

A gun of the same type was 
among 14 sophisticated weapons 
purchased in April by Thomas P. 
Richardson, a wealthy stockbroker 
who describes himself as Vesco's 
close friend. Richardson is under 
investigation by a U.S. grand jury 
for possible violations of a 1939 
law outlawing the export of guns 
without a licence. 

One of Richardson's pilots, David 
G. Miller, offered the committee a 
glimpse of the Vesco lifestyle. Miller 
said the Richardson jet frequently 
was dispatched to Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, to pick up bubblegum, surf- 
boards and videotapes of American 


TV programems for the Vesco child- 
Ten. 

Whenever Veseco himself was 
aboard the plane, Miller said, it all 
became very secretive. “Hush-hush... 
flight plans filed for destinations you 
are not really going to.” 

The U.S. Securitles and Exchange 
Commission in a "1572 civil suit ac- 
cused Vesco and his associates of 
“looting” §225m. from the Geneva- 
based, scandal-ridden IOS. The suit 
capped a 20-month investigation 
which Vesco, along with former 
Nixon Attorney-General John N- 
Mitchell und Nixon Treasury Secre- 
tary Maurice Stans, was accused of 
attempting to squelch by means of 
an illegal $200,000 contribution to 
the Nixon campaign. 

But Vesco has already fended off 
two attempts to extradite him — 
once from Costa Rica and once from 
the Bahamas. He remains free to 
go about his business in Costa Rica 
and has become an intimate of the 
ruling elite. 

When a “Vesco go home” cam- 
paign linking him to the Mafia was 
launched this month by 209 leading 
Costa Rican citizens, Vesco went 
on Costa Rican TV to deny the 
charge and to describe himself as ἃ 
law-abiding foreign resident. 

Since arriving in 1972, Vesco is 
reported to have invested §$25m. in 
assorted local real estate deals, 
government bond purchases and cor- 
porate investments which frequently 


mvelve friends and members οὗ" 


the Figueres family. 

Most controversial of all the ven- 
tures Was a $2m. toan that the SEC 
says Vesco made in August, 1972, 
to a Figueres family enterprise. At 
the same time, the New York bank 
account of then-President Jose Fi- 
gueres grew by more than $300,000 
chiefly as a result of a series of 
deposits made at the order of a 
Veseo-controlled bank in the Baha- 
mas, the Commission says. 

Vesco was issued a Costa Rican 
passport identifying him as financial 
adviser to the President, and in 
March, just before Figueres stepped 
down, the Costa Rican Assembly 
passed a new extradition law which 
seems tailor-made to Vesco’s needs. 

Efforts to repeal the law. how- 
ever, are now being made, If they 
succeed, investigative and diplomatic 
Sources here say the justice depart- 


ment will try again to extradite 
Vesco. 

Investigators believe Panama, 
Costa Rica's neighbour, could be 


Vesco’s next port of call if he is 
forced to flee. He also might try 
an African or Asian country.

Trade balance 
is heavily 
in the red

Israel’s foreign trade deficit last 
October was almost three times 
that of the same month a year 
ago. However, this statistical com- 
parison is misleading because ex- 
port trade was more disrupted by 
last year’s war than the flow of 
imports, 

In the first two quarters of 1974 
our trade deficit averaged close to 
$190m. a month, as compared with 
about $100m. in the same period 
of 1973. In the third quarter, the 
monthly average was $225m., as 
compared with $160m. In the fourth 
quarter it will probably reach an 
even higher figure, so that the 
annual total will exceed by at least 
15 per cent the $2b. forecast in the 
National Budget. The above does 
not include our invisible trade re- 
sults, which are also heavily in the 
red owing to defence procurements. 


After a temporary drop caused 
by the war, imports have been 
proceeding at a more or less even 
rate, averaging close to $350m. a 
month, compared with $250m. in 
the first three quarters of 1973.

INTERNATIONAL BANKS IN CRISIS ‘Court reporters needed 


to speed up Israeli justice’

Jsrael's judges are overworked, 
says an American court reporter 
who is now in Israel on his sixth 


visit. As a result, the wheels of 
justice turn too slowly and the 
judges' judgments are less than 


erystal clear. 

Edward Sarnoff told The Jeru- 
salem Posi: “Every ‘time I come 
to Israel and visit a court I am 
appalled at the way your judges — 
in the lowest and the highest 
courts—must not only listen patient- 
ly to the litigants and their at- 
torneys but also sit like secret- 
aries and take down the court pro- 
ceedings in longhand. 

“Ive observed trials in many 
tuuntries, and believe me [ve never 
seen anything like thls. No wonder 
there are thousands of cases here 
waiting years to be heard. If the 
judges didn’t have te waste so 
much time taking notes they would 
be able to dispense justice faster. 
and with a clearer mind.” 

Mr. Sarnoff heads Sarnoff Court 
Reporter of Los aAngeles—a firm 
that employs 40 high-speed stenc- 
typists. These reporters, using the 
14-key stenotype machine, work 
hoth inside and outside the courts, 
taking down depositions, testimony. 
arguments and other spoken ma- 
terial. This is later transertbed and 
Made part of the official trial re- 
cord. 

In civil cases the fees for court 
reporting are tsually shared by 
both sides, either side may wish 
to appea) the ruling later on, and 
a complete record igs needed for 
the appeal. 

In criminal cases, recording the 
proceedings is usually done by legal 
secretaries who are employees of 
the court system. - 

“I can't understand why Israel 
does not adopt this system," says 
Mr. Sarnoff. “A Stenotype machine 
costs only about 111,500, and could 
easily be converted for use in He- 
brew. It takes about 18 to 24 
months to train an operator to re- 


cord up to 40 words per minute. 
The keys are depressed Ὁ com- 
binations which print ἃ phonetic 
language." 

Mr. Sarnoff beleves that court 
reporting, if developed into a pro- 
fession here. could become 4 pro- 
mising field for men and women 
thrown out of work by the eco- 
nomic slowdown. And, he adds, it 
might also become sufficiently at- 
tractive, cconomically, τὸ lure back 
some of the young Israelis who 
have emigrated. 

“There are quite a few Israelis 
In Los Angeles,” he said. “They 
seem to be enjoying our colour te 
levisicn and other symbols of our 
higher standard of living. When I 
ask them Hf they plan to return 
here they reply there is no incentive 
for them to live in Israel.” 

The Jerusalem Post asked Judge 
Ζνι Baker, former Relteving Pre- 
sident of the Jerusulem and Tel 
Aviv District Courts, what he 
thought of Mr. Sarnoff's idea. 

“Excellent,” replied Judge Baker. 
“We waste valuable time taking 
notes, and then waste more time 
and effort at transenbing them. 
When I sat in the Rohan trial I 
used a tape recorder. This helped, 
but the cost of transcribing the 
tapes was prohibitive.” 

According to Mr. Sarnoff, tape 
recording has been tried out in 
American courts, but has failed. 
“Taping is convenient, but there 
are several drawbacks. For exam- 
ple. if a witness is asked a ques- 
tion, and he nods for yes or mo- 
tions for no, the tape cannot re- 
cord that. And when two or more 
people speak at the same time, the 
tape records only an unintelligible 
mishmash of volees, The steno- 
typist, on the other hand, with 
eyes, ears and apile fingers, can 
record all these responses.” 

In answer to a question, 4 
spokesman for the Justice Ministry 
told The Jerusalem Post, “We have 
heard about the idea of helping 
out judges with stenographers...yes, 
we are thinking about it.”

Old friend in new role 


A SPECIAL CONCERT by the Is- 
rael Chamber Ensemble gave us 
the opportunity to meet on old 
friend, clarinetist Yona Ettlinger 
from Paris, who appeared in his 
new role «f conductor, (Tel-Aviv. 
Museum, Dec. 14). Thus Ettlinger 
has jecned the club of distinguish- 
ed soloists, instrumentalists and 
singers, who found their musical 
careers unsatisfactory and have taken 
to conducting. He has acquired a 
good conducting technique, and is 
able to lead. However what he has 
to say, musically, is not very ἔπε 
pressive. 

Rameau's “Dardanus" Suite 
emerged rather too idiomatically in 
‘the first and second movements and 
much too heavy in the others. Nor 
were Mozart's “Posthorn" Serenade 
and the concluding Schubert Sym- 
Theny No. 5 very distinguished. 


However, relief from monotony was 
afforded by Orgad's “Musie for Or- 
chestra and Horn solo,” with Giora 
Refaeli as soloist. The work seem- 
ed completely out of ccntext in the 
one-sided programme but this did 
not affect its merits. Assessing the 
piece, written in 1959, within the 
feneral context of Orgad'y works 
it already gives us magnificent 
hints of things to come: Orgad's 
deep-rooted Jewishness, his oriental 
touch and his uncompromising styl- 
istic uniqueness, uneffected by con- 
temporary trends. Giora Refaeli 
Mastered the difficult horn part 
with imposing technical fluency. 
One could have wished for a slight- 
Jy more flexible tone, but generaDy 
the performance was satisfying and 
gave us a faithful account of the 
work's characteristic features.
